Perishable items such as rose bushes, nursery stock, seed potatoes, 
etc., are not sent C.O.D. under any circumstances. 


How to Send Remittance 


Remittances should be made by money orders, checks or cash. 
Please do not send stamps. 


Transportation Charges 


Please bear in mind that the postpaid prices indicated in this 
price list include delivery to any point in Florida.
